Bill tu Punish Balldosing, Bribery, Ete. 


Wasutnoton, Feb. 26.—A bill was 
reported by Senator Edmunds to-da 
to protect constitutional rights of citi- 
zens. It provides for the puoishment, 
by fine and imprisonment, of any per- 
son or persons who seek by intimi- 
dation, or any other unlawful means 
to prevent the peaceful assembling of 
citizens forthe purpose of petition- 
ing congress tor redress of grievances, 
or considering the subject of the nom- 
ination or choice of a rson to be 
a member or delegate of the house of 
representatives, or whe shall break 
up or disturb any such assemblages or 
prevent any citizen from exercising 
the right of suffrage’ Persons or 
officers charged with any duty under 
this act, who refuse or knowingly 
emit to give full effect to their duties 
shall forfeit $500 to the aggrieved 
party. Every person who shall cast 
an unlawful vote or ballot is to be 
punished by a fine of $5000, or by im- 
prisonmenut for not more than five 
years, orboth. Assault, killing and 
bribery are to be visited witha fine 
of $1000 or imprisonment not more 
than two years, or both. Persons 
oonvietec of any of these offenses to 
be disqualified forever from holding 
ary office of honor, trust or profit 
under the United States.

RENO, WASHOE 
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THE MEAT SHIPPING BUSINESS. 


Butchertown has been an eye sore 
to San Francisco for years. It has 
been legislated against, pushed away 
and pushed away as fast as it could 
be pushed, and still they are not 
happy. It is at present flourishing io 
all its nastiness in South San Fran- 
cisce, where its bad breath permeates 
the whole city when there 1s a south 
wind, which isthe prevailing direction 
during the whele rainy season. We 
could offer a hint to the wise men of 
Gotham if they would listen te us. 
If we were Emperer Norten we would 
mildly but firmly obliterate, anoibi 
late, wipe out Butchertown, and de- 
pend upen meat shippivg companies 
for our daily bread.” This is true 
principle. The neighborhood of a 
great city is no place for the butcher- 
ing of the enermous number of ani- 
mals it consumes. The ameunt of 
offal which is washed into the bay is 
almest iocredible and the impurities 
spread over a wide portion of the bay 
shore. The smells and gases which 
burden the air must be ina large de- 
gree respensible for the diphtheria, 
smallpox and other diseases which 
scourge the city eo terribly at times. 
Ifthe meat shippers had a chance 
they could supply the market regu- 
larly and uniformly with finer meat 
at lower prices with very little fiuct- 
uation and to the decided advantage 
ofall concerned. Such a sensible 
proceeding, however, is not to be ex- 
pected of the Goverament of San 
Francisco, The butchers, ring is not 
less powerful than the gas ring or 
the water ring. Miller and Lux are 
monarchs of all the butcher shops on 
this coast and they rule with energy 
and skill Fine alene will weaken 
their grip on the bellies of the public. 
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POOR LEGISLATION. 


Bills to regulate fares and freights 
continue to go to the printer and from 
him to the waste basket. It is very 
doubtful if any farther legislation will 
be effected this winter that will be of 
any use tothe state. Only thirteen 


days remain of the sixty, and if, as is 


believed, senators and representatives 
are frittering their time away with 
the single purpose ef keeping their 
records without cinching the railroads 
any, they can easily use up the balance 
of their time in the same way. There 
is one thing certain—neither the sen- 
ate nur the assembly has shown any 
capacity to deal with the question. 
The bills intrduced have been crude, 
awkward, often unconstitutienal, 
and sometimes inoperative. Not 
a bill introduced has shown 
thought, brain or study. Not ene has 
shown that the originator was up in 
the literature of the question. Not 
one has been drawn from the experi- 
ence either of our on or any other 
system of reads. The history of rail- 
road legislation has been a history of 
blunders and mistakes. The best 
bill ever passed was drafted by Charles 


THE LAND MEMORIAL. 
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Senator Powning has introduced 
a memorial to congress asking that 
half a million acres of desert land be 
dovated to the state ef Nevada for 
purpose of internal improvement. 
The land will be chosen frem govern- 
ment lands not previously filed on or 
appropriated. The authorities at 
Washington would vo doubt be very 
favorable to such a measure and we 
think it would pass through both 
houses without much opposition. 
The people there think Nevada is a 
worse desert even than it is and we do 
not anticipate amy great trouble in 
inducing them to release a few thous- 
and useless acres to us. The present 
session of our legislature eught to 
make provision for disposing of the 
land te settlers who will irrigate it 
either by natural flow of water or ar- 
tesian wells. For if the grant is 
made it will no doubt be made soon 
and it would be poor policy te be 
cempelled te wait two years longer to 
reecive the benefits. The old ma- 
chinery by means of which the half 
millien acres of college lands were 
sold might be put into operatien 
again, The price wasa dollar and a 
quarter per acre, allowing one per- 
son to acquire 320 acras and no more.

Provisions 
should also be made to guard against 
parties who do not intend to improve 
the lands themselves securing them 
with the intention of selling their 
rights to those who ere anxivus, to do 
so, The best way, perhaps, to secure 
these ends, would be to charge a good 
round sum for the first application 
and that to cover the entire expense 
The title to be transferred to the ap- 
plicant upon bis reclaiming the land, 
he to forfeit the money in case he does 
not do so, We hope that the bill will 
pass and we invoke the spirit of wisdom 
to rest upon our legislators while con- 
sidering this important subject and 
aid the to pass laws which shall pro- 
tect this new state from the miseries 
of land menopoly in the old.

THE TIMBER AND WATER Ge 
TION. 


It’s very important to the citizens of 
the regions bordering on the Truckee 
river that seme extensive plan of irri- 
gation be put inte eperation which 
will utilize the waters which now 
pour down its channel. The timber 
is being cut off over such large tracts 
vf country and the second growth i- 
so slow in coming that the snow crop 
ruas off in one flood. This state oi 
affairs will go from bad to worse until 
the Spring rise comes to be looked for 
with fear and trembling by many who 
live, on low land. There would be 
very hard floods now if the dam at 
Tahoe City were removed. A system 
of irrigation which included the stor. 
ing of large bodies of water in the 
mountains would obviate all danger. 
Dams throwa across the tributaries of 
the river and lake at suitable places 
would not only prevent floods, but 
they would preserve a vast amount of 
wealth, in the shape of irrigating 
water. The banks of suow which are 
now protected by the pine and fir fur- 
ests will before many years lie open to 
the sun and then the river will be 
bigh one month and dry six during 
the spring aod summer. These 
direful effects can never be entirely 
obviated but much ef their destroy. 
ing force might be taken away by 
saving up water from the spring 
floods in every place large cr small, 
far or near, where it can be dene at 
all cheaply. Weare net inclined to 
hope for anything from the laws 
which are invoked so freely in the aid 
of all the ills which flesh is heir to. 
The regions involved are tow distant 
and too high to be planted with a new 
growth and tended with care sufficient 
to ensure the success of the work.

Very few people, except those who 
are alicted to the practice, know how 
opium ie smoked, For the enlighten- 
ment of those who are in the dark in 
this regurd, the Gazerre vouchsafes 
the following: The opium that the 
Chine e is not the pure drug, 
but a black, tarry, substance that is 
only about 80 per cent. opium. It is 
prepared in this way and put up in 
small, tin boxes at Singapore, in India, 
especially tor the Chinese trade. Ax 
these boxes only contain five or six 
ounces of opium, and cost from $6 to 
$9, according to quality, it may be 
seen that it isa very expensive, as well 
as ruinous, habit. The pipe used to 
smoke the vile staff in is a curions 
contrivance. The stem isa piece of 
ban o, with the jeiats burned out.

THE CATASTRC PEE, 


The pump was set in the slough, 
and run by a threshing machine 
engine, the spectators standing about 
the engine and pump. At the mo- 
ment-of the explosion there was noth 
ing to indicate that everything was 
not going well. A moment after the 
scene was indescribable. Those who 
steod near were prostrated, falling 
away from the boiler. Many were 
tumbled and rolled headlong, covered 
with dirt and steam. The body of 
the engine was blown a distance of 
one hundred and fifty feet through 
the crowd, and landed, with part of 
the trucks on which it stood, midway 
between Weber engine house and the 
bead of the slough.

AN ACT 


To Authorize the Scheol Trustecs of 
School District Number Ten, in 
Washoe County, to Issue Bonds for 
School Purposes. 


— — — 


The People of the State of Nevada, rep- 
resented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. The board of trustees 
of school district number ten in the 
town of Reno, Washoe county, Ne- 
vada, are hereby authorized, under 
the provisions of this act, to issue 
bonds bearing interest net exceeding 
twenty thousand dollars in United 
States gold coin; none of which said 
bonds shall run for a period looger 
than twenty years from the datethere- 
of. 

SEc. Said bonds shall be issued 
fer sums not less than one hundred 
dollars each, in geld coin; shall be 
puyable to bearer, and the interest 
thereon shall be payable semi-annual- 
ly, and coupons for such installment 
ot such interest shall be attached to 
each of suid bonds. 

Sec. 3. The principal of said 
bonds shall be made payable as fol- 
lows: One thousand dollars of the 
bonds so issued shall be made paya- 
ble in two years from the date of is- 
suance thereof; the remainder shall 
be made payable in annual payments 
thereafter; none of which shall rua 
for a period longer than twenty years 
from the date of their issuance, 

Sec. 4. The board of trustees of 
Reno school district are hereby author- 
ized to purchase a lot or lots on the 
north side of the river in the town of 
Reno; and build thereon a school 
building, as the board may determine; 
—— such let or lots, building or 
uildings shall be in a central and 
convenient locality and shall not ex- 
ceed in cost the sum of seventeen 
theusand dollars ($17,000), and the 
said board of trustees are further au- 
thorized to purchase a lot or lots on 
the south side of the river in the town 
of Reno aud build and complete there- 
on one school building suitable for a 
ees school; provided, such let or 
ots and buildiog shall be in a conve- 
nient locality aud shall approximate 
in cest the sum of three thousand 
dollars ($3000), but shall not exceed 
thatsum. The board of trustees of 
said Reno school district shall imme- 
diately proceed to issue the bends 
herei oF A for, and when dis- 
posed of shall proceed with due dili- 
and purchase the lots and erect 
the building and complete the 
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charge of his duties in relation there- 
to 


Sec. 7. For the purpose of pro- 
viding for the payment of the bonds 
hereby authorised to be issued the 
board of county commissioners of 
Washoe county are hereby authorized 
and required, at the time of the an- 
nual levy of taxes for state and coun- 
ty purposes for the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-nine, and annually 
thereafter, to levy upon all the taxa- 
ble property of said school disirict 
number ten an amount not exceeding 
one fourth of one per cent. upon each 
one hundred dollars valuation of said 
property sufficient to pay the interest 
and principal of the bonds issued un- 
der the provisions of this act, which 
will become due during the next en- 
suing year. The taxes so levied shall 
he assessed and collected as other 
taxes are assessed and levied, and 
shall be paid into the county treasury 
and set apart to a fund which is here- 
by created, to be known as the Reno 
School District Redemption Fund.“ 
and the money in said fund shall be 
paid out by the county treasurer in 
payment of the interest on the bunds 
aforesaid, as the same becomes due, 
and upon the presentation of the cou- 
pons therefor, and upon the presenta- 
tion and surrender of said bonds when 
the same becomes due. 

Sec. 8. To provide for the pay- 
ment of the bonds as they become due 
and the first installment of interest 
upon the bonds issued under the 
provisions ef this act, the board of 
county commissioners of said county 
are hereby authorized and required at 
their last regular meeting before said 
bonds and interest will become due, 
in case there is not sufficient money 
in said “Reno Schoel Redemptien 
Fuad” to pay said bonds and interest, 
to direct the county treasurer to set 
apart from the general fund in the 
county treasury to said Reno School 
District Redemption Fund” a sufficient 
amount to pay said bonds and interest, 
which amount shall be repaid out of 
the first money coming into said 
treasuer’s hands from the taxes levied 
as aforesaid, and belonging to said 
“School District Redemption Fund.’
